TopoKninhiiallv,  the  district  consists  of  a  series  of  low 
rounded  hills,  gritatlv  in  conlrn>t  lo  Ihe  piceipilous,  rUffKed 
peaks  of  the  Kootenavs.  haviiiu  a  general  norlhetiv  and 
loutherlv  trend,  and  seldom  reachinx  an  altitude  of  over 
S.i««)  feet  above  «<'a  level.  ei<-eptiiiK  in  the  norlhetnmost 
ntouutaina,  where  the  jierks  are  higher.  These  mountain 
peaks  are  generally  well  limlK-reil.  and  numerous  small 
altrams  come  down  their  valleys  and  gulleys.  thus  alTonling 
good  timlier  ami  water  U>r  all  mining  purposes.  Through 
the  district,  and  more  e«|>rially  on  the  south  anrl  east  slojies, 
many  of  the  lulls  are  covered  with  hunch  grass  ranges  giv- 
ing g(«i.l  fiKHl  (or  sto4k.  while  lu  the  larger  river  valleys 
grain,  vegetables  and  fruits  are  raised. 


F.itending  up  Itonndary  creek  for  seversl  miles  above 
(■.reenwoo.1  and  one  mile  south  are  the  hornblende  granite 
rwks.  These  granites  are  found  on  the  east  and  west  side 
of  the  creek,  piercing  the  schists.  c|uarlrites  ami  crystalline 
limestones,  which  are  found  flanking  them  on  the  east  and 
west.  Further  west  are  the  samlslones  and  shales  in  which 
occur  the  coal  seams  of  Kettle  river.  Numerous  ilykes  of 
diorite.  porphyry  and  other  eruptive  rocks  arc  found  cross, 
iug  these  granites  and  schists,  usually  in  an  easterly  anil 
westerly  direction.

Hesides  these,  a  nunllier  of  pro|>erties  will  lie  etpiipped 
with  machinery  as  soon  as  the  (irst,  railroad  trains  arrive, 
next  autumn. 

The  ix>ssib,lities  of  the  Moniidary  Itislrict  are  almost 
illimitafile.  In  the  alxive  short  description  the  merest  ref- 
erence has  ta-cii  made  to  the  numerous  camps  of  known 
value.  It  would  lie  ini[x»ssil)le  to  adi-iinate.y  ilescribe  the 
vast  mineral  resources  of  Itoundarv  creek  in  an  article  ten 
times  as  voluminous  as  this,  lumevcr,  there  is  satisfaction 
in  knowing  that  at  last,  with  the  iidient  ol  the  railr(»d,  the 
smelter  and  the  conseipienl  active  developnienl  of  our 
niines,  the  attention  ol  tin-  whole  niiinng  w.irlil  is  now 
directed  this  way.  Kailroail  construction  is  now  iK'ing 
pushed  ill  cveiy  direction,  and  each  camp  will  soon  lie  sup- 
plied with  a  means  of  shipping  its  ore.

liusinessto  concentrate  at  the  most  favorable  |>oint8.  The 
location  may  be  varied  a  mile  or  two  in  any  ilirectti)n.  ami 
early  enltrjirisf  mav  establish  a  center  anv  place  \^itlnu 
certain  small  Uval  limits.  l)ut  that  i>  all.  (tet)yraphical 
relation  and  K*^neral  easy  acces-s  tc  the  various  mmmn 
camps,  consiilereil  as  a  whole,  must  be  reKanletl  as  the  con- 
trolhng  factors,  just  as  Nelson  has  U-conie  the  commercial 
center  *.^i  Kast  and  West  Kootenays,  an<l  Kosslaml,  a  mining' 
town  ami  a  minitij^  center,  with  their  futures  in  all  proI>aI>il- 
ity  determined  iis  such.  It  is  claimed  fnr  tlreenwt»od  thai  it 
occupies  iu">t  such  a  position  in  relati<>n  to  the  wliole  of  the 
j»reat  I^undary  Iiistrict.  and  of  the  newfcruintry  deveK»pin>^ 
west  of  it.  as  far  as  Hope  Mountain.  It  is  in  the  veri  center 
of  the  numerous  bij^  minium  camps  of  liour.dary  iMstrict,  so 
situated,  in  tact,  that  if  a  stream  of  water  were  set  tlowin^ 
from  any  one  of  them  it  would  find  Us  way  to  (".reenwoiMl. 
and  it  is  near  enouj.*:  to  the  l>i^;  country  west  of  the  Kettle 
River  to  cotmnand  the  trade  of  the  whole  of  it  when  devel- 
oped.

position  in  relation  to  the  prospective  trade  of  the  wIjoU' 
country  already  referred  to.  It  ha-s  wlmlesale  houses  which
